Jet Bombers 
Now in Saigon 


30 B57s Arrive 
To Stand W atch 


SAIGON, Viet Nam (AP) •— 
About 30 U.S. Air Force B57 jet 
bombers, capable of carrying 
nuclear weapons when fitted for 
combat, today joined American 
and South Vietnamese forces 
standing watch to meet any at­ 
tack 
from 
the 
Communist 
North. 
The fleet of high-flying, twin- 
engine Canberras sped to Sai­ 
gon unheralded while a steady 
shuttle of transport planes com­ 
pleted overnight a buildup of 
troops and material in the area 
adjoining the North Vietnamese 
frontier. 
But U.S. officials reported to­ 
night there were casualties as 
the jet armada moved into the 
country under cover of dark­ 
ness. They said four bombers 
crashed at or in the vicinity of 
Bien Hoa 
Airport, 
15 
miles 
north of Saigon, and that two 
pilots probably were killed. 
Air traffic came to a virtual 
halt today. The general feeling 
in Saigon was that, if nothing 
important happened in the next

Integration

CLEVELAND (AP)—Paul W. 
Briggs, Cleveland's new superin­ 
tendent of schools, says racial 
integration must he encouraged 
in local public schools. 
Briggs advocated racial inte­ 
gration in part of an 18-page 
•statement lie read at a Board of 
Education meeting Tuesday. But 
his 
recommendations
